Mr. Muybridgo says the expos- 
ure was made while Occident wag trot- 
ting putt him nt tbe rale of 2:27, ao 
curatdy timed, or thirty-six ieet in a 
second, about forty feet distant, the ex- 
posure of the negative being less than 
one thivsnodth part «f a Moond. The 
length of exposure can be pretty accu- 
rately determined from the fact that the 
whip in the driver'* hand did not move 
the distance of its diameter, Mr. Muy- 
bridge intends to take a series of pios 
tarts, showing tho step ot Occident at 
all stages, and in ibis manner, for the 
first time, the precise difference in the 
motions of different horsea can be clear- 
ly represented—a matter »f much in- 
terest to horseman, for trotter* vary in 
their action, one having his fore-leg 
straight when it touches tbe ground, 
another crooked, and ao on.

rotectlon and liberty; the relation el- 
s'ing between the government and the 
«ople is In the strictest sense mutual. 
Whatever, therefore, tends (o strength- 
n these relations must result In the very 
igheit degree to the prosperity of both 


people and Igovernment. The govern- 
ment li a compact, established by the 
leople for their mutual protection, and 
s based upon the highest principles ol 
aw and personal liberty. The state Is 
benefltted in proportion to the slevation 
ind refinement of its subjects. 
What 


ivery state needs la a patriotic and loyal 
ibediunco, upon the part of its subjects, 
o its laws 
It id the personal interest 


and happiness of .every one in the state 
that good order be maintained and the 
aws of tlie state be respected and obey 
ed 
Nothing will ao.effectually enhance 


ho mutual and reciprocal relation be- 
tween the government and the people 
as education. We wish to use the term 
education in the, sense of Paley's defini- 
tion "Education, in the most extensive 
sense of the word, may comprehend ev- 
ery preparation thiit is made In our 
youth for the sequel of out lives," Ed- 
ucated persons only are capable of ren- 
dering an intelligent obedience te law in 
all things, whether In manual or Intel- 
lectual labor. Every state possesses the 
resources of wealth, which require in- 
telligent labor for its development. From 
these facts it li evidently the duly of 
the state to provide the means of educa- 
tion for the rising generation. When a 
state lias made provision for education 
such as the election of school buildings, 
teachers furnished at the public expense, 
there should be a law to compel parents 
to give their children some education- 
al least as much as i9 prescribed in the 
public schools. 
| Every Institution that has bad for its 
object tho general welfare and elevation 
of the race, has lu its development met 
with determined and positive opposl- 
tien, aud the common school system of 
the country has not been an exception 
to this rule. It has been attempted to 
impede its growth at every point of pro- 
gress. The Ignorant prejudices and sel- 
flshneas of men have been hurled against 
it in unrelenting opposition. Objections 
have been raised to taxing the common- 
wealth for the education of the children 
of all classes Indiscriminately, There 
aro so many different nationalities among 
our population, with different tastes, 
habits, and religion, that it has been 
thought a matter of impossibility te 
reconcile all Iheao conflicting elements 
of society and harmonize them with the 
common school 'syilein, 
The school 


system has triumphed in the face of all 
opposition, it has proved itself to be the 
great stomach of the country, in which 
the children of these different nationali- 
ties are '.digested together, and all their 
differences are harmonized under the
